MRS. CHANDLER STARR 
en*s Musical Clubs, which is entirely 
independent of the Mnsic Teachers’ Na­ 
tional association, was suggested by 
Mrs. Starr and thoroughly approved of 
by all the eastern clubs. 
These organi­ 
zations, although fairly well supplied 
with funds, find it a difficult matter 
individually to 
obtain 
the highest 
priced artists for their concerts through­ 
out the year. With a federation of clubs 
and the tender of perhaps 20 engage­ 
ments in various cities an artist could 
easily afford to greatly reduce his or 
her price. Mrs. Starr obtained her plans 
from the great congress of music held 
here during the World’s fair, and it is 
the most feasible scheme yet presented 
to musical club life. 
Her paper upon 
the subject was a bright, thoroughly 
comprehensive article, which was re­ 
ceived with a great deal of pleasure 
and interest by some 800 or 400 wom­ 
en. Mrs. Russell Dorr, president of the 
Schubert club of St. Paul, was her aid 
in this plan.

There were so many members present 
at this last musical congress, represent­ 
ing clubs from all over tfhe country, that 
it was an excellent opportunity to 
make the first advances toward a feder­ 
ation of the organizations. Mrs. Starr 
seemed very well pleased with the mu­ 
sical representation in the woman’s de­ 
partment of the Music Teachers’ Na­ 
tional association, especially in the line 
of compositions. The manuscripts sent 
by Jessie L. Gaynor, Lydia Avery 
Coonley Ward, Mrs. Crosby Adams and 
Mme. Muzzacutao Young received con­ 
siderable attention, as well as two or 
three clever little compositions by Nel­ 
lie Bangs Skelton. There were 16 clubs 
in all from Illinois, aud after a careful 
investigation one obtains some idea of 
how much work is really done in the 
west, notwithstanding all the fuss made 
in the east.

I" was Warren Bush, formerly of 
Janesville, who was swept over Niaga­ 
ra F Alia last week. 
Frank Weber, 
who was drowned 
with him, was also a former resident 
of Janesville, his father having been a 
member of the Janesville Carriage Co. 
Mrs. Bush is now in Clarencevilie, 
Ontario, where Geo. D. Simpson and 
mother are spending a few days.

newspaper clipping sent to the Gazette 
by Mr. Simpson gives Weber’.* age as 
40, Bush’s as 21 and Charles Glasner’s 
as 20. 
The three started out on the 
river in a small boat in the afternoon 
to go fishirg anT that was the last 
6§en of the men by their companions 
in camp. 
S to ry o f an E p e -W it n ess 
Many people saw the little boat and 
its occupants enter the rapids and the 
news of the catastrophe soon dashed 
from mouth to mouth. 
A very clear 
and doubtless accurate account ot the 
affair was told by R. T. 
McNaughton 
of Jackson, Mich., who came to the 
h alls on a pleasure trip. 
Mr. Mc- 
Naughton with a companion, 
was 
sitting at the head of the Dufferin 
Islands on the Canadian side about 
5:20 o’clock, when a small sail boat 
th at was maneuvering about on the 
river in dangerous proximity to the 
line of white breakers that marked 
the beginning of the Canadian rapids, 
attracted their attention. 
The boat 
continued to tack bick and forth, and 
although Mr. 
McNaughton did not 
fully comprehend 
the 
treacherous 
nature of the river at that point he 
a rd his companion realized that the 
boat and its occupants were in immi­ 
nent danger. 
Suddenly the sail was 
dropped and a moment later the bout 
had struck the line of breakers. 
T h e JP ig h t F o r L ife . 
The first wave t u n :ad the boat bot­ 
tom-side up and the startled watchers 
saw the men floundering in the water. 
One of them struck out for the shore 
and had reached within 50 feet of it, 
when an undertown dragged 
him 
down and he appealed no more.

McNaughton 
watched 
the 
swiftly rushing 
waters for 
a few 
moments and then hurried to this side 
of the river and gave the alarm. 
Then began a searcn to reveal the 
identity of the men who had passed 
over the falls. Mr. McNaughton could 
not tell how many persons were in the 
boat nor was he near enough to ob­ 
tain a description of them. 
Within a few moments after the 
accident crowds of people had assem­ 
bled at Prospect Poiat and were scan­ 
ning the lower river to find some trace 
of the bodies and boat. 
C a u g h t ou th e R o c k s. 
About six o’clock the wreck of the 
boat was discovered sticking on the 
rocks at the head of Cedar Island, 
which is one of the Dufferin group. 
With the aid of a glass it could be seen 
th a t the boat was stove in at the stern. 
“ No. 8” was painted on the boat in 
large characters, 
but there was no 
name which might lead to identifica­ 
tion. 
All sorts of rumors soon gained 
ground as to who the unfortunate men 
were, but investigation showed them 
to be wrong. 


C lu e to T h e ir I d e n tity . 
A close watch was kept on the lower 
river by the crew of the Maid of the 
Mist, and late in the evening their 
watchfulness was rewarded. 
An oar 
was picked up and on it were the in- 
itals “ M. & P.” 
Someone recognized 
them as the initals of Mang & Perry, 
boatmen at La Salle, and the clew 
was followed with the result th at the 
identity of the occupants of the boat 
was discovered. 
It was learned th at a party of camp­ 
ers located just above La Salle had 
rented a boat during the afternoon 
from Mang & Perry and had not yet 
been retorted. 
The camp was sought 
out and there it was learned beyond a 
doubt who it was had taken the awful 
plunge to eternity. 
F e llo w C a m p ers W ere A sle e p . 
Weber, Bush and Glasner had gone 
out fishiog in the afternoon and their 
companies had heard nothing of them , 
since. 
The remaining six in camp 
were asleep when the news of the dis­ 
aster came aud it was a 
great shock 
to them. 
They had been uneasy over 
the prolonged absence of 
their com­ 
rades. but none of them imagined that 
anything bad gone wrong with the 
missiDg ones. 
Camp was immediately 
broken upon the arrival of 
the sad 
tidings, aud what was intended for an 
outing of pleasure ended under the 
sadest of circumstances. 
Weber resided iu Buffalo and leaves 
a wife and two children. 
One of the 
children, a boy, was in camp with the 
father. 
The wife and the other cnild 
are in Buffalo. 
Bush and Glasner 
were clerk* in the employ of the 
United States 
Express Company in 
Chicago. 
Glasner was the sole sup­ 
port of a widowed mother.
